Hey folks - 


OK, for the poor unfortunate few who couldn't make it to the Military 
Radiofest at Ft. Stevens, Oregon this past weekend, I'm sending out a 
brief note to fill you in on what transpired - hopefully it'll build a 
fire under those few and they'll show up next year... 


Weather on Friday afternoon was close to perfect - t-shirt temps but 
high overcast with a light warm breeze. Plenty of sun got through the 
clouds though and there was a bit of red skin showing Friday evening. 

By 1630 I had set up the PRC-47 & MITE teletype on the bluff overlooking 
the disappearing carriage gun emplacements. 40M was working fine down 
to Al Tipsword W6GER in Camino, CA and we were on the air Fri evening 
with some of the stay-at-home folks in Portland. 

Robin Faulkner N7GSU was set up with his Yaesu QRP manpack nearby - 
he did up a fine evening BBQ with all the trimmings. Robin's wife Kathy 
did teletype repair in the army (MOS 313???) and wasn't sure that the 
little MITE was a 'real' teletype - compared to the Model 28 ASRs and 
the Kleinschmidts, it just wasn't large enough to do any real work... 
Using 5WPEP & a homebrew NVIS antenna (cost-reduced AS-2259 - write him 
about it at mailto:robin@n7gsu.com), Robin was on the air with a 
mini-DXpedition on an island about 150 miles from Kodiak, AK. Later in 
the evening, he heard a ‘military maritime mobile' who was booming in 
from ‘a destroyer in the Atlantic'. The fellow was using military gear 
in the radio room, running 1KW through a sloping dipole on the mast. 


Would have been too cool to QSO with the fellow from Robin's Ft. Stevens 
5WPEP NVIS setup, but he was causing quite a pileup - remember that 
this was all on 20M about 2200 PDT... 

By 2000, the temp had dropped to where one needed a shirt, but around 
2300 temps came back up. Around 2300, two fellows with GEN 3 PVS-7 
night vision goggles dropped by and passed them around - pretty amazing 
items. When we later heard motor noises moving around in the darkness 
in the re-enactment area to our north, didn't take too long to figure 
out who it was... I set up a cot next to the gun emplacements and 
stayed there - no dew & no mosquitos. 


Saturday morning 0900 - 3996 just wasn't working between Ft. Stevens 
and Al in Camino, CA, so we went up to 7296. Worked fine for us, ‘til 
clatternet time at 0930. There seems to be an RF pipeline between the 
Pacific Northwest & the Sierra foothills on 10137, and it did fine for 
us during the daylight hours. 

Throughout the day, there was USB activity on 7296 & 850 shift RTTY 
activity on 10137. Fred Sell WA70OBB & Chris Rumbaugh KD6FIB had a 
monster RTTY setup with tape punch & tape reader plus a PRC-47 & CV-2455 


combo - they were on the air with some old-timey RTTY art, a Vargas 
girl if I recall. Using a technique involving pork rind snacks Chris 
made friends with one of the residents, a huge one-eyed squirrel - that 


squirrel must have lots of friends ‘cause it was almost as large as my 
cat and quite a bit more friendly... 


Mike Heltborg W7NPA was probably the hard luck story of the day - 
first his genset would not start, then his GRC-9 receiver gave up the 
ghost. In spite of all that, he was pretty quick back on the air with 
his PRC-47. Mike was the only one of us with the foresight to bring a 
sun shade - the overcast burned off around noon and it got pretty 
toasty. 

Brian Bjerkelund K7AIS made quite the fashion statement, wearing his 
PRR-9 helmet radio on his belt, using the earpiece and with the antenna 
pointed down. Sure works better than trying to hand-carry & juggle both 
the PRR-9 & PRT-4, plus puts that short little PRR-9 antenna down at 
knee level and away from folk's eyes... 

I had a teletype data generator running, sending out a ‘WELCOME TO FT. 
STEVENS, WHERE "IT'S THE CLATTER THAT MATTERS" DE N7EPI' message on 850 
shift RTTY on 10130 MCs USB. The little critter was putting out about 
250mW into a 110' wire, and was printed in Crescent City, CA and also in 
Camino, CA - QRP RTTY DX on 30M... 


Re my earlier exhortation to "bring your own radios & vehicles, the 
more & the larger & the more extravagant & outlandish the better"... We 
got almost everything I had asked for, up to & including tactical 
satcomm. I said '‘almost' so we're gonna have to work on the 
troposcatter system for next year... Where was Glen Galati & his TRC-97 
in our hour of need??? 


The Oregon Military Vehicle Collector Club Salmon BBQ was excellent - 
plenty of salmon to go around plus all the fixin's. Where else can you 
get all the salmon you can eat for $5? The chef bought it right off the 
boat in Astoria, OR and said it was cheaper than hamburger meat. Many 
thanks to the OMVCC for allowing us radio folks to tag along on their 
campout & vehicle show - we sure appreciate it and hope to do the same 
next year. 


OK folks, so that's it. We'll be there again next year, so plan on it 
‘cause it'll be bigger and better than ever. And I promise to work on 
that troposcatter setup for 2002...
